But Ambassador 
Arthur J. Goldberg came 
back later to say it was “un- 
usually bizarre” to see Roa 
shedding crocodile tears 
about Puerto Rico when 
nearly 300,000 Cubans have 
fled to the United States and 
its territories and many more 
“are waiting desperately for 
a chance to leave.” 

“We do not see any exodus 
of Puerto Ricans to Cuba,” 
Goldberg said. Roa countered 
that Puerto Rico is a 
“formed nation” and that 
more than a million Puerto 
Ricans had left their island. 
He did not say that nearly 
all of them moved to the 
continental United States.
